In 
a number nf eounties tlie loeal orfraiiizat ions hav,. lieen eonsolidated 
for purposes of general cooperation and etVicieni^y under an ofTieinl 
known ns county tire warden Tlic primary i)nrpose of these organi- 
sations in California has bmi t.i liirlit u'raiii or ranee tires. Naturally, 
however, they also serve to clicek any fires which may oeeur in the 
buildings or on the farmstead. Two-wheeled trailers which can be 
attached to any automol)ile are used to carry the fire-tifrhtinp ecpiip- 

A few rural communities in the muhlle west also liavc orvranized 
for fire protection.

Tlie motor truck line iipp.^ars to l>c the only relief from railroad 
congestion, anyway th.' l.esi relief for p.-rishahle ^'(pods from the farm 
to the city niai-ts. 

Not lone sinci' the 1', S. Coxeninient made a most interest ine test 
Two identical consienmenls wen' made the sano' hour, one by truck 
from Lancaster, Pa„ to a consignee in New York city and the otlier 
b}r railroad from Lancaster tiv the same consiLMiee Ka.di consignment 
conaisted of 1,000 dozens of cues and .">.(NMI lialiy chicks. 

The motor truck load an-ived at the consignee's door in V2 iumrs. 
Upon examination, eight broken e-rgs were fouml and four of the 
chicks were dead. 

The railroad consignment arrived in .fersey ( 'ity. at ross the river 
from New York in four days. The consignee w as notilii-d and he had 
to send his own truck across the river to dersey City to unload ami 
load up again his consignment. Fpon arrival ;it his store door in New 
York it was found that hundreds of eggs were hroken and half the 
chicks dead. 

"We understand that the truck freight bill was tlie larger but no 
doxAt it was much smalled when the broken eggs and dead chicks 
were counted.
